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Japanese Document JP20021 10191A2 for a DIRECT METHANOL FUEL CELL 
includes an air electrode that is bonded on both sides of a solid polymer electrolyte mem- 
brane. 

Japanese Document JP20001881 18A2 for a PACKING MATERIAL FOR SOLID 
POLYMER FUEL describes a packing material to cover at least a peripheral edge of a 
separator in a solid polymer fuel cell that uses a liquid silicone substance that is injection 
molded or press molded to form the packing material. 

Japanese Document JP2001071412A2 for a FLUORORESIN-METAL COM- 
POSITE describes a substance for use by injection molding the substance onto a thin 
metal sheet which can then be used as a cushioning material for electrical components, 
such as a separator for a fuel cell.
